A Manifefto of the Emperour, dated the 26th of 
June 1708; againft the Declaration iffued by the 
Pope in July 1707, on Occafion of the Winter- 
Quarters and Contributions taken in the Dutchy 
of Parma and Piacenza by the Imperial and Pruf- 
fian Troops. 

JOSEPH by the divine ele&ed Emperour 
of the Romans, always Auguft; Kisg of Germany, 
Hungary, Bohemia; Dalmatia, Croatia, Sclavonia, &c; 
Archduke of Auftria; Duke of Burgundy, Brabant, 
Stiria, Carinthia, Carniola, &¢ 3 Marquis ‘of Moravia; 
Duke of Luxemburg, upper and lower Silefia, Wir- 
temburg, Teck; Prince of Swabia ; Count of Haps- 
burg, Tyrol, Pfirth, Kyoburg, Goiicz; Landgrave of 
Alface; Marquis of the iacred Roman Empire, of Bur- 
gaw, upper and lower Luface ; Lord of the Sclavonian 
Marches, &c. 

? 1S fo well known to all Men, and deMmonftra- 
ble from the Courfe of Affairs in a few 
Years paft, wich what extraordinary Care, Labour, and 
‘Expence the Enemy were expell'd Italy; and the Li- 
berty of that Country, which was opprefs’d by French 
Power, happily reftor’d by the viétorious Arms of Us 
and our Allies ; that we were fully perfwaded there 
could not be one Prince or State ia all Italy, who 
would fupprefs his Joy for it, and be averfe ro make 
deferv’d Returns of Affection and Gratitude to Us. 

But we are now conftrain’d to take Notice, not with- 
out being deeply affeted with Grief, that the Mini- 
fters of the Court of Rome have been fo far mifled, 
either by DifaffeGtion to Us, or by Views of fome pri- 
vate Advantages to themfelves, as to have taken upon 
them, to the Aftonifhment of all the World, and to 
the Scandal of Chriftendom, to exercife Spiritual Au- 
thority in Secular Affairs, and to publifh a printed De- 
claration of the following Tenour. ; 

\ Here the Pope’s Declaration is recited at full Length: 
But, rehearfing only fo much as is neceffary to fhew the 
State of the Cafe, [refer to an intire Tranflation of it 
which took up three Courants in September laft. 

CLEMENS Pope. 

Some Months ago it came to the Knowledge of our 

Apoftlefhip, to the great Difquiet of our Mind, 
that when in the Month of November laft paft, fome 
Regiments of German Soldiers made a fudden Irruption 
into feveral Places of the Dutchy of Parma and Piacen- 
za, and brought great and very heavy Damages upon 
the Inhabitants of the faid Places ; and befides, the 
Leaders or Commanders of thofe Troops declar’d they 
were refolv’d to take Winter-Quarters there a€tually 
and by Force; and when the many Reafons urg’d as 
well by our beloved Son the noble Francifco Farneze 
Duke of Parma and Piacenza, as by our beloved Sons 
the Communities and Inhabitants of the States of Par- 
ma and Piacenza had no Effe& to the averting of thofe 
Evils ; tho’ the principal Ground of thofe Reafons was, 
that the Durchy it felf, and its foremention’d Places, 
were immediately fubje&, even in Temporals, to us and 
this Holy See, and therefore ought to be wholly exempt 
and. free from ali fuch Impofitions and Burthens ; at 


length, in the fubfequent Month of December, the . 


forefaid Communities and Inhabitants confenting, (who 
neverthelefs were compell’d by Force and Neceffity, 
and who protefted that what they did was from no o- 
ther Motive than the avoiding imminenr and heavyer 
Damages, and Duke Francifco himfelf yielding thereto 
for the fame Reafons,) a certain Agreement was made 
upon the forementien’d Matters, in: Ten Heads or Ar- 
ticles, the Tenour of which follows, 
1 Thefe Articles were agreed, between the Marquis de Prie 
on the Part gf the Emperour, M. Franzifco Malpeli on 
the Part of Ye Duke of Parma, and M, Vifconti and 
Scotti on the Part of the State of Piacenza, ‘Twill be 
Sufficient to recite here, only Part of the tft and 2d Are 
and'all the th, 


1. The Contributions for the Quarters for the T 
are fix'd by the Marquis de Prie, for the lniperiah Chae. 
miflary, at the Sum of ninety thoufand Spaniih Piftoles 
or their Value ; of which 67750 Pittoles thai! be paid 
by the Laity of the two States of Parma and Piacenza; 
exclufive of the Contingent to be furnifh'd by the 
Clergy, which is referv'd to the oth Article. 

2. Phe faid Marquis de Prie has condefcended to ae 
bate s000 Piftoles of the gocoo ; as well in Favour of 
the Clergy in Proportion to their Part, as of the Lairy. 

9. That the Burthen of thefe Quarters may be equale 
} aga and the People of thefe States eas'd, all Pers 
ons without Diftingtion, how great Privileges foever 
they claim, fhall contribute, feeing his moft ferene 
Highnefs himfelf contributes effe@tively for the Value 
of his own Goods: And therefore, as the Clergy, soth 
Secular and Regular, are in Poffeflion of a great Part 
of the Lands of both thefe States, and have in former 
Time contributed to Quarters, and do now aGtually 
contribute a 4th Part of what is charg’d upon the 
Laity for maintaining the Garr.fons of Parma and ‘Pia- 
cenza, his Imperial Majefty’s Plenipotentiary referves 
the Power to himfelf, in due and Lawful Manner, of 


levying upon them their juft Contingent of 21250 


Piftoles : In Confideration of which the Pofleffions of 
the abovenamed Ecclefiaftical Perfons ftand exempted 
from greater Damages, which otherwife they might 
have fuffer’d without Diltinction. 

Now tho’ the forefaid Agreement, (which we thought 
fit to caufe to be inferted in thefe Prefents, not as aps 
proving, but as intirely and abfolutely condemning it, 
as being manifeftly injurious to our Rights and thofe 
of the faid See,and to the direct and fupreme Dominion 
which we and the holy Roman Church juftly claim in 
the abovemention’d Dutciy,) be unqueftionably of no 
manner of Force and Confequence in L aw ; and tho’ be- 
fides "tis well known, that our Predeceflor Pope Ur- 
ban VIII of happy Memory, did by certain Letters 
dated the sth of , okt 1641, fufficiently provide for the 
Security of the Rights of the forefaid Apoftolical See 
and Roman Church from any Prejudices of this Nature ; 
and therefore there was no Need at all of a further De- 
claration, to inform «the World that this Agreemenc 
ought to be counted null, void, and invalid; yet when 
the Matter was brought before us on Occafion of ask- 
ing our good Pleafure touching what is ftipulated in 
the 9th Head or Article of the faid Agreement, in Re- 
lation to the Contingent or Sum of Money to be paid 
by the Ecclefiaftical Perfons, as well Secular as Regu- 
lar, of the’forefaid Dutchy, We by refufing our Con- 
fent to it, declar’d not obfcurely, that the abovemen- 
tion’d Agreement could not be allow’d by us, but oughe 
ever to be difapprov’d and condemn’d ; nay more,revol- 
ving in our Mind how direful, and to all human Pow- 
ets terrible Cenfures and Punifhments, the Canonical 


San@tions eftablifh’d by theSpirit ofGod appoint,and what 


dreadful Imprecations the Church Yearly Denounces, a- 
gainft thofe who violatethe Ecclefiaftical Rights, take a- 
way the Goods of Ecclefiaiticks,or dare to do them Da- 
mage, or to lay upon them Burthens forbidden by divine 
and human Laws,we did by our Letters to the faid Duke 
Francifco, written with our own Hand the sth of Ja- 
nuary laft, plainJy fignify, that all thofe who had rafh- 
ly prefum’'d a€tually to invade the forefaid Places,and to 
moleft and difturb them, and the fupreme Jurifdi&ion 
which we and the holy Roman Church have in them, 
had incurr’d the foremention’d Cenfures and Punifh- 
ments, which fhould in no wife be remitted or dif- 
penc’d with by us: Hoping this Intimation would 
be abundantly fufficient to prevail with thofe Tranf- 
greffors to return to their Duty, and that we fhould 
not be conftrain’d to proceed more openly to Severi- 
ties. 

But, as we are inform’d not only thofe our Endea-' 
vours did not produce the defir'd Effet, bue what is 
moft to be lamented, the forefaid Eéclefiaftical Perfons 
both Secular and Regular, juftly refufing co pay the 
Contingent or Sum of Money ftipulated by the above- 
mention'’d gth Head or Article, becaufe the neceflary 
Confent thereto of us and of the faid See was. not 
only not granted, but, as is faid above, was exprefly 
refus'd by us; with unheard of and deteftable Auda- 
cioufnefs feveral Troops of Soldiers were quaster’d up- 
on the Houfes, Farms, and Eftates of the faid Eccle- 
fiaftical Perfons, there to remain at the Expeng: of | 
thofe Perfons, till — being tir’d out, fhould really 
and actually pay the 
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‘on'd: Now thefe things, which no well-minded Per- 


ocar to hear, related without the greateft Ho- 
Grief, amount to fuch a ot the Ece 
clefiaftical Liberty,Immuaicy, and Jurifd.@ion, as can 
by the We, who have experienc'd that all 
the Offices of p.teraa ‘Lendernefs which we were fol- 
licitows and careful to employ were vain and truitleis, 
and who arc conftiruted by the Lord, and bound by 
the Ducy of our Oikice coutere’d on us from 
auove, to «vere on Earth all Rights whatever belong- 
in. totus Reman or other inferiour Courches, 
ana to all Perfons and Poff:ffions Ecclettattical ; though 
we .oubt noc our venerable Bretaren the Bithops of 
thoi Pats, Whole Zeal we have not omitted to excite, 
will ftrenuoufly and couragioufly difcharge, and per- 
haps have already difcharg’d che Duties of their Oftice 
ia this Aflaic; and tho” befides we do affuredly be- 
Jieve, thac fuch wicked Atious of the Troops, and 
their more wicked Counfels, are very contrary to tite 
equ table Difpofition of our moft dear Son in Chrift 
Jofeph King of the Romaas eluéted Emperour, nay 
more, do hope be will, as all Juftice requires, deal fe- 
verely with fucis as have been guilty of thofe Actions : 
Nevertuelets, left being longer tileat in fo great an 
fiction of che Church ; and left, wailft the Pricits che 
Minitters of the Lord are weeping between the Porch 
and the Alcar, and fayiag, Lord Jpare ray People, and make 
nut thine Reproach, we thould feem to be 
fupine and flothful, and to be wanting to the Duty in- 
cuinbent on our Apoftolical Office; and by too much 
long-fuffesing incur the Imputation of betraying the 
the Ecclefiaftical Liberty, and of bafely deferting the 
Caufe of God ; Lifting up our felves in the Lord, and 
being minciul as of our Predeceflor Urban, as 
following che Steps or Pope Leo X of happy Memory 
oc: Predeceffor likewite, who by a certain Confticuti- 
on publith’d the 8th of the Kalends of June in the Year 
-xcommunicated, anathematiz’d, and Sabb’d 
thesword of Maledi@ion and of eterial Damnation, 
ali Yerfons, even fuch as were worthy tobe mention’d 
articularly and diftin@ly, who had invaded the Cities, 
Territories, and Places mediately or immediately 
belonging to ‘the faid Roman Church, but efpecially 
the Cities ef Parma and Piacenza; adhering firmly be- 
fides, to the’ Apoftelical Letters, and particularly to 
the 18th and 20th Canons of thofe Letters, which fe- 
veral Roman l’ontiffs our Predeceflors have caus’d to 
be rczd and promulgeted in dic Domini,and which 
we in like Manner have every Year caus’d to be read 
and promulgated. From our own meer Motion, cer- 
tain Knowledge, and mature Deliberation, and out of 
the Fulnefs of our Apoftolical Power, we do by 
the Tenouc of thefe Preienrs declare the Agreement 
above-inferted, ali ics Articles and Heads, with all and 
fingulay the Contents of them or any of them, and the 
Confequences that are or may be deduc’d from them; 
to be ipso jure null, void, invalid, unjuft, condemn’d, 
difapprov’d, and vain ; to have been from the Begin- 
ning, to be now, and to be for ever hereafter, void of 
all manner of Force or Effect ; and that nfo Perfon is 
bound to obierve them or either of them, even tho’ 
whey be corroberated by an Oath; that they nei- 
ther can not ought to be obferved by any; that no 
Right, A&ion, Title or Colour of Title, or Caufe of 
Poffeflion or Prefcriprion, was, is, or at any time can’ be 
acquir'd or claim’d from them: but that as if they had 
never been publith’d or made, they ought abfolutely 
to be taken for things not done nor exifting. Never- 
thelefs for yreater Precaution, and as far as Need re. 
quires, we do from the fam: our own meer Motion, 
Knowledge, Deliberation, and plenary Power, con- 
demn, difaiiew, cafs, make void, and annull, all and 
fingular of them, and intiyely and altogether evacuate 
of Force and Effed. 


We will and decree likewife, that the Cenfures and ~ 


Ecclefiaftical Penalties which all thofe who perpetrated 
the Premiffes have incurs’d, and are to be or perha 
have been denounc’d againit them openly and publick- 
to Cuflom, purfuant to our Orders to the 
refaid Bifhops, thall be valid and ftand good, as well 
againft thofe who ‘a any wife were guilty of the Pre- 
miiles by prefuming to invade, moleft, and by the fore-

of the above-mention’d Dutchy, as thofe who laid and 
impos’d the foxefaid Burthens and Oppreffions on the 
Perfonsand Eftates of the Clergy of that Dutchy, either 
by themfelves or others, directly or indire@ly, toge- 
ther with their Adherents, Faurors, and Abettors, and 
all fuch who gave them Aid,Counfel, or Favour in any 
‘Manner, how illuftrious foever their Rank gr Dignity 
may be; who when they thall have made des Rettitu- 
tion for the Damages they have done, and given con- 
dign Satisfa&tion befides to che Church; fhall -yet no 
otherwife be abfolv’d and difcharg’d from the faid Cen- 
fiftes and Penalties, than by Us, or the Roman Pontiff 


then, unlef§ they give fuficient Caution to ‘obey and 
fatisfy the Commands of ge Church ; andsthey thalj 
revert into the fame Condition as before, if they hap 
to recover.

Ships in their Company near Carthagena, the 4 Galleons 
upon fight of our Ships brought too to Fight them, bes 
lieving our Commadore would not engage, but ina 
lirtle time found him Yards-Arm and Yards-Arm with 
their Admiral, who in a {mall time blew up, the’s faid 
to have 700 Mea on board and 17 only Sav'd. 

Captain Brigg Commander of theKing ton feeing a Ship 
blow up, thouglit it had been his Commadore, therefore 
left his Enemy to affift him,by which mezns thatGalleon 
he engag’d with and Merchant-fhips efcap’d to Cartha« 
gena, their Vice-Admiral after 4 Hours Difpute was 
taken. Our Commadore loft 9 Men. The Portland 
chac’d the other Galleon a-fhoar and burnt her down 
to the Water, in order to Fifh for her Plate, the Com« 
madore is gone to Grout with his Prize, the Spaniards 
give out that the Value of the Plate taken and loft 
mounts to 21 Millions of Money, all belonging tq the 
Duke of Anjou, and that none of the Merchant's Gal- 
leons came with them from Portobello. Captain Bvi« 
roughs has writ up to Dublin for Convoy, his Ship be- 
ing foul after fo long a Voyage and few Men, his Car- 
go is Valu’d above 20000 1.
